county are the bulwark of the de­ 
fense against disease which con­ 
stantly

through the work of the health 
department, wa* declared today by 
Dr. V. G. Presson, health officer, 
in summarizing the work of the 
organization for the past year. 
"In general I would say that the 
work of the county health depart­ 
ment 
Is 
preventive 
In 
all 
Its 
phases.” Dr. Presson stated. "But 
the children are the foundation of 
this activity, for the building up 
in them of resistance to disease 
will do more to lower the m ortal­ 
ity rate than anything else. 
"Even 
the 
mild 
maladies 
are 
more significant than most people 
realize. 
For they may add to the 
system or take away from it some 
element which will render the per­ 
son susceptible to other diseases 
when he reachs m aturity. 
F u r­ 
thermore 
some 
organ 
may 
be 
weakened by diseases like scarlet 
fever and render the Individual 
susceptible to more serious trou­ 
bles after a period of years. 
Baby Centers 
“In trying to lower the infant 
mortality rate, we are establish­ 
ing baby centers throughout the 
county, where mothers may se­ 
cure advice upon the home hygi­ 
ene and feeding problems of their 
Infants.” 
On July I, 1926, Orange county 
took over the complete support of 
the department, wh'ch was organ­ 
ized on a full time basis January 
I. 1923. 
At that time it was sup­ 
ported 
partially 
by 
the 
atate 
board of health and the Rocke­ 
feller foundation. 
During the year and a half of 
operation 
as a 
straight 
county 
project, the organization has been 
built up until 
It 
covers 
every 
phase of health and sanitation ac­ 
tivity. 
"Both in the control of com­ 
municable disease and in sanita­ 
tion 
we 
are constantly on 
the 
alert for threatened epidemics and 
take every means for preventing 
them in Orange county by such 
means as quarantines, 
follow-up 
of contacts to contagious m ala­ 
dies. close observation of school 
children, immunization work, pro­ 
tection 
of 
food 
supplies, 
and 
abatem ent of nuisances.” 
The work of the local Institu­ 
tion recently received commenda­ 
tion from Dr. W alter M. Dickie, 
state director of public health, who 
declared 
that 
the comprehensive 
county-wide 
health 
departm ent 
here ranks as one of the finest In 
the state. 
The county laboratory, recently 
housed In a structure all its own, 
also was pointed to by inspectors 
from the state health office as 
one of the finest of its kind in 
California. 
Inspection Record 
“In resume of our past work, I 
would point out that up to De­ 
cember 
I, 
the 
following 
cases 
either were inspected or recorded 
with the health departm ent: 
559 
cases of chickenpox, 156 of diph­ 
theria, 
41 
of 
German 
measles, 
3275 of measles, 329 of mumps, 32 
of 
pneumonia,

fever. 
"In addition to these there were 
a few scattered cases of the less

"The laboratory during this pe­ 
riod has conducted 36,303 tests of 
all kinds, representing a saving to 
the people of Orange county of at

$70,000.

would cost at least two dollars 
apiece. 
Eight Clinics 
"At the present time we have 
eight baby clinics established over 
the county and are contemplating 
more. 
At these clinics a total of 
2762 babies an dchlldren were ex­ 
amined. 
Of these, 129 were re­

physicians and 
13 to 
dentists. 
In 
addition, 
20 
other 
children who were not able to af­ 
ford medical attention, were re­ 
ferred to our patient department 
of the county hospital. 
“There were 
6,160 visits made 
to cases, 1238 to contacts with a 
total of 11,392 visits to homes for 
all purposes. 
Up to this time, 125 
smallpox vaccinations have been 
recorded, ll for typhoid and 794 
for diphtheria. 
"In our trips over the county 
we are constantly preaching and 
talking public health from all its 
angles In trying to arouse an in ­

throughout the county." 
At the present time the depart­ 
ment consists of three graduate 
physicians, one of whom is the 
health officer, the others deputy 
health officer and director of the 
laboratory. 
There are eight pub­

addition there are three labora­ 
tory technicians and two stenog­ 
raphers.

URING the past twelve soon As I have personally talked 
wiA the legislative, busisira and labor leaders of more than 
20 European nations, and I found diam all very much in 
favor of the 13-monA year. 
Only a few monists ago, Mr. Eastman sent personal letters lo 
1000 representative American business and professional men ex­ 
plaining Ae make-up of Ae fixed calendar and asking Aam their 
opinion as to Ae wisdom of adopting it WiA few exceptions,

Yet, though it was tragic, Beethoven's life 
was not a tragedy. Though women again and 
again influenced him— sometimes disastrously, al­ 
ways unhappily-—he was one of the few men 
whom giro, allied to a tremendous personal 
power, triumph over every weakness, and make 
the desert of frustration blossom with unforgetta­ 
ble flowers of achievement 
That great, grim face! 
So much is written 
there of strength, of pain, of struggle. It is heavy 
with dreams, and transfigured by the magic of 
music. 
It bears the stamp of the Nine Sym­ 
phonies. It is heroic. 
Beethoven was stone deaf during the period 
of his greatest work ; we must realize that, or we 
realize nothing— n either his music nor his loves. 


'J’H E son of a drunken capelmeister and a cook's 
daughter, he was born in 1770 into a world 
already reverberating with the fame of Mozart 
A t 17 the drunkenness of his father forced him to 
become the head of the family, to whom the elder 
Beethoven’s salary was paid, and the early de­ 
velopment of his genius was marked by cares and 
responsibilities that left a permanent mark on 
his outlook. 
The women who figured in his life, most of 
them ephemeral^, formed a strange contrast to 
the uncouth, violently emotional man who en­ 
thralled them. 
There was about Beethoven an urgency, aa 
opulence of feeling, a vividness of life, an un­

The 
deafness that shamed and blighted 
him was not then complete. He was 
young— only 31— and already fa­ 
mous— “the mighty voice of Ger­ 
man thought" They dazzled each 
other. 
A love affair developed, which 
Giulietta fostered, though to her it 
meant little. 
Then she married Count Wenzel 
Robert Gallenberg, a composer of 
ballet music, and the romance lay 
in a thousand pieces. 
Beethoven was plunged in mis­ 
ery. 
His health had always been bad 
— he attributed his dearness to a se­ 
vere gastric disorder, though less 
savory reasons have been advanced 
as the explanation— and this light 
overthrowing of his love made him 
feel, more than ever, that he was 
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E A P Y E A R and the 
special romantic privi­ 
lege it is supposed to 
give a member of the so­ 
called weaker sex has be­ 
come a joke in this modern 
world. 
W e 
have 
leap 
year parties at which the 
girls take the men into sup­ 
per and the hostesses pro­ 
vide an evening’s entertain­ 
ment of stunts, such as giv­ 
ing a prize of a ten-cent- 
store ring to the girl who 
makes the most effective 
proposal, 
or 
having 
a 
mock wedding. 
But, seriously, who ever 
heard of any really mod­ 
ern woman using her more or less facetiously 
granted privilege of proposing in a year which 
can be divided by four? 
In fact, so flippantly and foolish do we re­ 
gard the leap year privilege it is surprising to find 
that this custom was taken very seriously in some 
countries not so many years ago. 
Julius Caesar unwittingly paved the way for 
the ancient and asinine tradition when in 46 B. C. 
he fixed the calendar so that one poor little day 
was left over every four years, which day was 
tacked onto the end of February. 
The custom is not mentioned by Caesar, how­ 
ever; in fact it does not come to light until 1223, 
when we find this “ privilege” openly recognized 
by a law which, translated from old English, 
rends: 
“ It is decreed and

year, any maiden lady 
both of high and low 
estate shall have the 
liberty to bespeak the 
man she likes.”

THERE IS NO JUSTICE! 


an unfortunate victim of fate forever set apart 
for a life of sorrow. 
Beethoven's tragedy was this: 
that being 
a man in deep need of the peace and love of 
a home, his genius made him a wanderer and an 
exile, never to rest in the arms of a woman whom 
he loved, never to find surcease from desire. 
W hen at last a love of which he could be sure 
came to him. it proved as fruitless as the others. 
H e had known Therese von Brunswick ever 
since her girlhood, when he had taught her music. 
Love, that with the others had come so easily, 
now developed slowly. 
It sprang finally into 
flame one night when, as the girl and her family 
sat listening to Beethoven’s playing, moonlight 
flooding the room, he began a song of Bach’s: 
"If thou wilt give me thy heart, let it be first in 
secret, that no one may divine the thought com­ 
mon to us both." 
Through the lunar dusk she saw his eyes in­ 
tent on hers, and read the message. 
H e said to her next day, as they walked in 
the grounds of die house: 
“ Never before have I reached such heights of 
inspiration. Everywhere is light and purity." 


They became engaged, only Therese's brother 
Franz being in the secret. 
But although, under her influence, he wrote 
the Fourth Symphony, that calm and gracious 
poem, and though Therese, when another man 
fell in love with her, wrote of the episode: “ I re­ 
mained cold— an earlier passion had devoured 
my heart,” they never married. 
U te thing drifted on until, in 1810, there 
came a rupture, and the engagement was broken. 
No one knows exactly the reason. 
Therese 
always spoke lovingly of Beethoven, for whom 
she inscribed a portrait of herself: 
“T o the rare genius, 
“ The great artist, 
“ The generous man.” 
But from some obscure cause— Beethoven's 
affliction, which he felt terribly, or because of 
a difference in station, which the man perhaps 
thought could never be bridged— the one great 
romance of his life went the same way as bis 
trivial infatuations.

lieve, and I think

a man, and very 
often s u c c e e d . 
But for every one 
of her type there are hundreds 
and thousands of women so imbued 
by inheritance and tradition and 
rearing with the idea that man’s 
prerogative is to choose and theirs 
to wait that they would no more 
“ set their caps” for certain men 
than murder or steal. 
They have been reared to be­ 
lieve that “ nice girls” never show 
boys that they like them; they wait 
to be shown that the boys like them 
and, resent as they may this train­ 
ing which they feel has handicapped 
— and 
sometimes 
spoiled— their 
whole lives, they cannot undo it. 
It 
has persisted too long. 
A famous psychiatrist told me 
once that this teaching to little girls 
that they must never, never indi­ 
cate in any way, shape or manner 
that they liked certain little boys, 
had ruined more women’s lives than 
any other error in child training. 
The 
self-consciousness 
engen­ 
dered by such training almost in­ 
variably makes it follow that when 
a girl really likes a certain man and 
wants his attention and companion­ 
ship more than anything else in the 
world, she is so afraid of indicating 


her feelings that she “ goes 
into her shell.” treats him 
more frostily than the most 
casual acquaintance, and 
utterly nips in the bud any 
similar emotions he may 
have entertained for her. 
I have time and again 
been third-party confidant 
to just such affairs, the 
man telling me how he ad­ 
mired Miss So-and-So and 
wondered why in the world 
she disliked him so, where­ 
as I knew perfectly well 
that the poor girl was ut­ 
terly consumed with the 
desire for some token of 
attention 
from this very 
man and. in self-defense against any possible hurt 
to her “ pride” at having him know the truth, 
camouflaged her state of heart so well that she 
re the opposite impression. 
No, it is not true that all women get the men 
they want, pretty and satisfying as that story 
sounds. 


W T M O D E R N women resent the waiting 
game imposed upon us by tradition. All of 
us meet men whom, if we do not actually want 
to marry, we at least want for companions. 
A man can plan his social life to suit himself. 
If he wants a certain companion for a concert, 
another for a show, another one to dance with, 
a fourth to ride with, a fifth to skate with and a 
sixth to dine and chat with, he goes to the tele­ 
phone and makes his desires known and plans his 
evenings accordingly. 
A woman may want to attend a concert with 
a certain man or dine and talk with another, but 
her moods must wait for their moods. 
It isn’t 
fair at all. 
W hat we resent most of all, perhaps, is the 
very implication in the male privilege of propos­ 
ing. 
It implies that the man is the one who is 
giving something, conferring a favor, bestowing an 
honor.

Perhaps, a generation ago when “ to get a 
man” was almost life itself to a girl who would 
be nothing but an old maid daughter, sister or 
aunt in somebody else’s home if she didn’t have 
a home of her own, this was true— at least truer 
than it is today. 
T oday’s girl doesn’t need a man as women 
did. 
The whole world of wage-earning is

open to her. She needs neither a 
husband for support nor for an only 
interest in life, for thousands of un­ 
married women are proving that it 
is very possible to live a happy, al­ 
together satisfying life without mar­ 
riage. 
On the other hand, the wage- 
earning girl learns so well the strife 
and complexities and responsibili­ 
ties and grief of this business of 
earning a living that perhaps she 
all too frequently wants a man to 
do it for her even more than did the 
crinolined maid of the long ago who 
didn’t know what it was all about 
and who, perhaps, envied a man for 
“going out in the world and making 
his living.” 
Boiling it all down, it seems that 
men need wives a nd women need 
husbands with so similar an amount 
of need, that there is not and never 
has been any special favor conferred 
by either side in the proposing or the 
accepting.

entirely new principles of motor 
construction, it was announced to­ 
day by Dodge Brothers, Inc., of 
Detroit. 
Will Rogers, as master of cere­ 
monies, will broadcast from Hol­ 
lywood,

Fred 
Stone 
from Chicago, Paul W hiteman and 
his band from New York and Al 
Jolson from 
New O rleans 
in a 
link-up of 33 
broadcasting sta­ 
tions made possible by m ost in­ 
tricate 
engineering

telephonic circu ts and the use of

Three transcontinental cir­ 
cuits will be utilized, one to serve 
the St broadcasting stations, one 
to transm it the programs of the

A subject which Is, or should bs. 
of vital interest to tho radio fans 
of today Is tho loudspeaker. 
It 
goes a long way tow ard A bettor 
understanding of the way In Which 
our ears serve us or As sometimes 
is the ease play tis false. 
Have you eYOf «at near the **- 
chestra pit and listened to the 
various 
Instrum ents 
in 
tho 
or­ 
chestra? You will notice th at th* 
bass Instrument* are quite clear 
and form a perfect tonal back­ 
ground but as you move farther 
away their low frequency note» 
become weaker and 
weaker, 
ae 
distance increases th# bass notes 
can no longer 
be 
heard. 
This 
gives th# Impression th at the m u­ 
sic I* becoming higher and higher 
in pitch, And Is due to the fact 
th a t tho «nr responds more read­ 
ily to tho higher notes. 
Bom* san, 
however, 
respond 
m o n readily to low not** than 
ethers, no two people hear ex­ 
actly alike. 
It Is then apparent 
th at generally no two people will 
get the same effect 
from 
any 
given loudspeaker, for loudspeak­ 
ers, like ears, have inherent char­ 
acteristics 
of their own. 
Some 
speakers favor low notes and some 
are fairly uniform over a wide 
scale of frequencies, while others 
fall dismally In reproducing the 
bass frequencies. 
Bo while on* 
person condemns a speaker, an ­ 
other commends It. 
It Is then necessary, to obtain 
the greatest degree of satisfac­ 
tion from a loudspeaker to find 
Ona that will matoh your ears. 
This, of 
course, 'Is 
not 
alw ays 
practical. 
Not enough speakers of 
various tones are m anufactured to 
allow everyone to select something 
suited to his or her own particu­ 
lar ear. 
Then, in Which case, It 
becomes 
necessary 
to 
select 
a 
speaker that will be mechanically 
and electrically suited to Increase 
the sound energy 
of 
th* 
lower 
frequencies which ar* employed in 
musical composition, approxim ate­ 
ly 4d ta 400 cycles and an even 
response «Bove 400 cycles.

Clubs Supported 
Th* farm bureau supported th* 
agricultural clubs and assisted in 
th* organization of a County Club 
council, which is now managing 
the affairs of that important di­ 
vision of the farm bureau. 
We 
contributed $100 to th* club fund, 
to which was

from th* farm centers and th* 
fair. 
A committee of the farm bureau 
has taken steps to organise a for­ 
est fire fighting brigade for th# 
protection of our watersheds.

Pappor Weevil Fought 
Through th# pepper growers' de­ 
partment 
an 
active 
campaign 
against the ravages of th* pepper 
weevil was carried on. A labora­ 
tory was established, $1000 was 
secured from th*

ahippers to fin&nc* this. 
Wa se­ 
cured 
four field representatives, 
one full time man from the Uni­ 
versity of California, on* fulltime 
man from the United States de­ 
partment of agriculture and two 
inspectors 
from 
tho c o u n t y . 
Through pooling th* order, a sav­ 
ing of three cents per pound wee 
made on the purchase of 40,000 
pounds of calcium arsenate used 
in th* campaign. 
We ar* now

work in weevil control. 
Programs Over Radio 
About the middle of April we 
in stituted the regular weekly ra­

Th* meeting of pepper growers 
held at Talbert brought out some 
interesting 
data, 
which 
every 
grower should remember In lining 
up his winter plowing. It was de­ 
clared at the farm advisor's office 
today. 
R. E. Campbell, entomologist of 
the U. S. department of agricul­ 
ture, reported that in some of the 
late fields where inspection had 
been made, as high as five weevil 
per plant had been found, and he 
brought out the fact that if that 
were true for all plants In the 
county, and all of these weevil 
lived through the winter, a neat 
little infestation of 150 
millions 
would result to start off next sea­ 
son. 
However, this assumption is 
rather far fetched, he said, but 
even a small percentage of the 
above number would cause untold 
damage to the 1928 crop. 
Conse­ 
quently, Campbell urged everyone 
to plow under 
the 
old 
pepper 
fields as early as possible, so ae 
to destroy not only a large num­ 
ber of the insects, but their food 
supply as well. 
Simply disking 
the ground will not accomplish 
all that is intended, as the insects 
must be prevented from emerging 
by deep plowing, he said. 
It has also been found that 
many of the late fields contain 
large number of green pods In 
which are the Immature stages of 
the weevil. 
If these plants are 
left, the weevil will emerge, while 
deep plowing will destroy the In­ 
sects and consequently cut down 
the over-wintering colony. Camp­ 
bell declared. 
Wet weather seems 
to favor the over-wintering in­ 
sects as it causes a dense foliage 
at the bases of the old pepper 
plants, where the weevil may eon 
gregate and live through th* win 
tar months. 


January ll, $0 and 21 have been 
aet for th# walnut growers’ short 
course to be held at th* Tustin 
grammar school under tho aus­ 
pices of th# agriculture extension 
service. 
Tho 
first 
dates 
an­ 
nounced some time ago have been 
changed to meet the schedule of 
the speaker*. 
Th# farm bureau’s walnut grow­ 
ers’ department has persuaded the 
university to cancel tho customary 
fees for such courses and make 
th* lectures free to all growers 
and others Interested. 
This will be the only course 
given In this part of Southern 
California. 
One will bo held at 
Ventura. 
Th# first day of lectures will 
cover subjects pertaining to the 
trend of the walnut industry and 
problems of sot! management. The 
second day will be devoted to tree 
problems and tho third day to 
crop problems, harvesting, curing, 
dehydration and Insect pests. 
Tho short course Is designed to 
glva tho grower a more thorough 
knowledge of field and crop sub­ 
jects than la posait)!* in tho vari­ 
ous flald demonstrations and mis- 
oellaneoue meetings. 
This will bo a special opportun­ 
ity, according to Farm Advisor 
Wahlberg. 
Every walnut grower 
should set thee* three days aside 
for an intimate study of his busi­ 
ness. Wahlberg declared. 


At th* present rapid rate of 
logging In northern 
Idaho 
and 
western Montana, it la anticipated 
that moat of th* privately owned 
timber will be cut In a little more 
than IO years and that th* lumber 
production from the region will 
by that time ba greatly curtailed.

Just 
published by th* department of 
agriculture aa a result of several 
years of atudy, sets forth 
the 
measure# necessary to keep theaa 
forest lands productive and. where 
possible, to produce full timber 
crepe. 
The 
publication 
la 
th* 
fourth In a aeries dealing with 
the principal forest regions. Elera 
Koch and R. N. Cunningham, of th* 
forest Bervie*, are th* author* of 
th* new bulletin. 
In th* western whit* pine and 
larch-fir region, according to these 
authors, adequate protection from 
fir* la th* all-important measure 
for keeping most of the forest 
area producing timber. 
To get 
such protection requires not only 
active effort to prevent and sup­ 
press tho forest fires, but also 
proper disposal of the debris, or 
«lash, 
left 
after 
logging, 
they 
point out. 
"A western white pine slash­ 
ing," says the authors, "la about 
the most inflammable mas# con­ 
ceivable. short of an actual ex­ 
plosive. 
Larch-fir slash, while not 
so great a danger as white pins 
slash, is nevertheless difficult to 
protect from fire."

Approximately 450,000 tone of 
cottonseed meal. or nearly 1$ per 
cent of tho 1926-1927 crushing* of 
cottonseed, were used as fertilizer 
the past year, according to the 
bureau of agricultural economics, 
United States department of agri­ 
culture. 
Of this amount, approx­ 
imately 220,000 tons were used by 
farmers direct and nearly 120,000 
tons were reported by manufac­ 
turers as used in the production 
of commercial fertilizers. 
Production of cottonseed cake 
end meal from the 1926 crop of 
seed totaled about 2,$88,OOO tons. 
th* crop year, which together with 
501,000 tons were exported during 
the crop year, whic htogether with 
th* 
amount 
used 
as 
fertilise 
would leave about 1.887,000 tons 
for food and other uses. 


CO-OPERATIVES 


Abandonment of notions of ar­ 
bitrary price fixing by co-opera­ 
tive organisation* in favor of ef­ 
ficient business practice which ara 
yielding profitable result* is re­ 
ported by Chris L« Christenson, in 
charge of tho division of eo-opor- 
ativ* marketing, United States de­ 
partment of agriculture, who ha* 
just returned to Washington from 
a six weeks' field investigation of 
co-operative organisations on th* 
Pacific coast. 
Seek Efficiency 
“Co-operative managers, direc­ 
tors and leading growers, instead 
of admiring the beauties of co­ 
operation.” Christensen said, “ar* 
thinking of its problems, financ­ 
ing, selling, management, better 
grading and standardization, and 
getting a quality product to mar­ 
ket. 
Co-operative managers and 
directors are thinking of the ways 
In which co-operative business can 
bo made more efficient, and are 
giving attention to a better bal­ 
anced production of program. This 
shows that generally farmers havo 
gotten away from the idea that by 
merely organizing they oan fix tho 
price of their products or readily 
change market conditions, and are 
now getting down to tho bed rock 
of bettor production, better grad­ 
ing and standardisation, efficient 
management and skillful adjust­ 
ment of supply to markets.” 
Apple Mon Organized 
“In both the Yakima and th* 
Wenatchee apple districts in the

This organization during the 
past seven years has marketed 
over 24,000,000 pounds of wool. 
The grower’s wool is received and 
classed a t federal licensed ware­ 
houses at Portland and San Fran­ 
cisco, and the organization main­ 
tains Its own experienced wool

State Makes Progress 
"The co-operative associations In 
California marketing citrus fruit, 
almonds, walnuts, lima beans, avo­ 
cados, poultry and eggs, rice, cat­ 
tle, berries, pears and dairy prod­ 
ucts have made satisfactory prog­ 
ress during the past season. 
The 
California citrus growers, through 
th* California Fruit Growers’ ex­ 
change, have maintained their en­ 
viable reputation as leaders In co­ 
operative marketing 
during 
the 
past year. 
Based on returns for 
the exchange, which markets al­ 
most three-fourths of the Califor­ 
nia citrus fruit, th# Industry re­ 
turned for the year ending Octo­ 
ber 31. approximately $120,000,000

lemons and grapefruit. 
These ars 
the highest figures for both vol­ 
umes of shipments and returns In 
th# history of tho citrus Industry.

greater than ever produced before 
In the state and nearly tour times 
the size of last year's crop, th* 
association’s sales are estimated to 
run over $16,000,000. 
The success 
achieved by the California Walnut 
Growers’ association can In a large 
measure be attributed to tho rigid 
uniformity in grade and quality 
of tho products packed under th* 
association’s trade mark. 
Another 
Important feature in the associa­ 
tion's opérations is the attention 
given to the preparation of nut 
meats from the lower grade* of 
nuts. The central association owns 
and operates a large nut cracking 
plant at Los Angeles to which all 
nuts not meeting the association’s 
grading standards received at the 
association's 42 local assembling 
and processing plants are diverted. 
The cracking of these nuts and 
merchandizing the meats through­ 
out the year takes much of tho 
lower grades off tho holiday mar­ 
ket and puts them into a market 
which la open all tho. year.”

BE HEED SOON 


January ll. IO and SI have been 
set for the w alnut growers' short 
course to bs held a t the Tustin 
gram mar school under the aus­ 
pices of th# agriculture extension 
service. 
The 
first 
dates 
an ­ 
nounced some time ago have been 
changed to meet the schedule of 
the speaker* 
The farm bureau's walnut grow­ 
ers’ department has persuaded the 
university to cancel the customary 
fees for such courses and make 
the lectures free to all growers 
and others interested. 
This will be the only course 
given In this part of Southern 
California. 
One will be held at 
Ventura. 
The first day of lectures will 
cover subjects pertaining to the 
trend of the walnut industry and 
problems of soil management. The 
second day will be devoted to tree 
problems and the third day to 
crop problems, harvesting, curing, 
dehydration and Insect pests. 
The short course Is designed to 
give the grower a more thorough 
knowledge of field and crop sub­ 
jects than Is possible in the vari­ 
ous field demonstrations and m is­ 
cellaneous meetings. 
This will he a special opportun­ 
ity, according to Farm Advisor 
Wahlberg. 
Every w alnut grower 
should set these three days aside 
for an Intimate study of his busi­ 
ness, W ahlberg declared.

man from the United States de­ 
partm ent of agriculture and two 
inspectors 
from 
the c o u n t y . 
Through pooling the order, a sav­ 
ing of thres cents per pound was 
made on the purchase of 40,000 
pounds of calcium arsenate used 
in the campaign. 
We ars now 
seeking to secure an annual ap­ 
propriation of $5000 from the U nit­ 
ed States government for further 
work in weevil control. 
Programs Over Radio 
About tho middle of April we 
instituted the regular weekly ra ­ 
diocast 
of 
the 
Orange County 
Farm bureau and the agricultural 
extension 
service, 
over 
KWTC. 
Since th at time we have been on 
the air every Friday evening at 
7:15 o'clock with either an edu­ 
cational or a musical program. 


The meeting of pepper growers 
held at Talbert brought out some 
interesting 
data. 
which 
every 
grower should remember In lining 
up his w inter plowing, it was de­ 
clared at the farm advisor's office 
today. 
R. E. Campbell, entomologist of 
the U. S. department of agricul­ 
ture, reported that in some of the 
late fields where inspection had 
been made, as high as five weevil 
per plant had been found, and he 
brought out the fact that lf that 
were true for all plants In the 
county, and all of these weevil 
lived through the winter, a neat 
little infestation of 150 
millions 
would result to start off next sea­ 
son. 
However, this assumption is 
rather far fetched, he said, but 
even a small percentage of the 
above number would cause untold 
damage to the 1928 crop. 
Conse­ 
quently, Campbell urged everyone 
to plow under 
the 
old 
pepper 
fields as early as possible, so as 
to destroy not only a large num ­ 
ber of the Insects, but their food 
supply as well. 
Simply disking 
the ground 
will 
not accomplish 
all that is intended, as the Insects 
must be prevented from emerging 
by deep plowing, he said. 
It 
has 
also 
been 
found 
th a t 
many of the late fields contain a 
large number of green pods In 
which are the immature stages of 
the weevil. 
If these plants are 
left, the weevil will emerge, while 
deep plowing will destroy the In­ 
sects and consequently cut down 
the over-wintering colony. Camp­ 
bell declared. 
Wet weather seems 
to favor the over-wintering in­ 
sects ss it causes a dense foliage 
at the bases of tbs old pepper 
plants, where the weevil may con­ 
gregate and live through th* win­ 
ter months.

T im b e r Growing and Dogging 
Practice In the 
W estern 
W hite 
Pine and Larch-Fir Foreete of the 
N orthern Rocky Mountains,” just 
published by the departm ent of 
agriculture as a result of several 
years 
of study, 
sets 
forth 
the 
measures necessary to keep these 
forest lands productive and, where 
possible, 
to produce full timber 
crops. 
The 
publication 
Is 
the 
fourth In a series dealing with 
the principal forest regions. Biers 
Koch and R. N. Cunningham, of the 
forest service, are the authors of 
the new bulletin. 
In the western white pine and 
larch-flr region, according to these 
authors, adequate protection from 
fire is the all-im portant measure 
for keeping most 
of the 
forest 
area 
producing timber. 
To get 
such protection requires not only 
active effort to prevent and sup­ 
press the forest fires, but also 
proper disposal of the debris, or 
«lash, 
left 
after 
logging, 
they 
point out. 
"A western white pine slash­ 
ing,” says the authors. "Is about 
the most inflammable mass con­ 
ceivable, short of an actual ex­ 
plosive. 
L arch-flr slash, while not 
so great a danger as w hits pins 
slash, Is nevertheless difficult to 
protect from fire.”

Dec. $1.—Countess Mi­ 
chael Karolyl, wife of the first 
president of the H ungarian

was foreign m inister during the 
war, and her husband, is, or was, 
one of the w ealthiest men in the 
Balkans. 
Count Karolyl was a 
friend of the allies but neverthe­ 
less 
he 
was 
barred 
from 
the 
United States some years ago on 
suspicion that he was a commun­ 
ist.. 
Countess Karolyl also was ac­ 
cused of helping recruiting for tile 
red arm y of soviet Russia and for 
th at reason was exiled from her 
native land. 
A fter the Bela Kun 
revolution her husband’s resources 
vanished and the Countess was ob­ 
liged to go to work. 
"I began selling old English fu r­ 
niture for a dealer," she told the 
United Press, “and I obtained high 
prices 
from 
American 
visitors. 
Then I learned th at old French 
furniture is also sought after so 
I began travelling in the provinces 
to find bargains. 
I am doing well 
in that line and I intend now to 
take up the sale of old hooka and 
engravings and perhaps lacs em­ 
broideries.

A total of $18,874.76 was collect­ 
ed in fines during the year by tho 
Santa Ana police co u rt 
These figures, dug out of th* 
records of City Recorder J. F. Tal­ 
bott show the largest amount of 
money made for the city from the 
police court In the past number of 
years. 
V irtually all of th* fine* were for 
violation of city and state traffic 
laws, together with fines for drunk­ 
enness and possession of liquor. 
This court handles little of other 
kind of cases. 
Speeding charges, together with 
other cases arrested by city motor­ 
cycle officers, brought into the city’s 
coffers $6,061.26 during the past 
year. 
The remainder of the year’s 
“profits," $9,623.60, was collected 
from liquor cases and persons who 
violated city parking ordinances 
and like eases. 
December of last year wa* the 
largest month of 1927 in th* collec­ 
tion of fines, the figures show. Dur­ 
ing December, violators paid $1958 
to Judge Talbott. 
Of this amount, 
$1126 was paid by speeders, reck­ 
less drivers and other persons a r­ 
rested for motor violations. 
December registered the largest 
month In fines because of four 
reckless 
driving 
cases 
handled. 
Judge Talbott said. Each was fined 
$250 and two of these were just last 
week, it was said. 
The smallest month of the year 
in the amount of money collected 
as fines was in March, when the 
total was only $662. Of this, motor 
violations caused $636. 
Judge Talbott handled 1S41 tra f­ 
fic cases during the year, most of 
whom pleaded guilty to overtime 
parking and like charges and were 
allowed to go after depositing $2 
on the judge’s desk. 
There were 
only 443 cases during the year that 
called for larger fines, except the 
510 cases arrested by city motor­ 
cycle officers during the year. 
The total number of cases han­ 
dled by Judge Talbott in 1937 was 
approximately 2300. 
Of the some 2300 persons arrest­ 
ed during the year, only 44 were 
arrested for possession of liquor. 
Their fines ran from $60 to $$00.

When the first much broken Neanderthal skeleton,

Other skulls were discovered, a score or 
more of them, and they all had the same ex­ 
ceedingly primitive structure. 
They were all found 
in the same neighborhood, associated with instru­ 
ments of certain general types and with the bones of 
extinct animals of the same series of species. That is, 
these freakish skulls were all of the same geological 
age. 
Now one skull might conceivably have been a 
freak, but when you have twenty, all more or less 
alike, backed up with evidence that they all lived in 
the same stretch of geological time, H is hard to be­ 
lieve that they are all freaks. 
It is easier to accept 
the idea that they are a fair set of samples of the popu­ 
lation of Europe and the adjacent territories at drat particular 
period. 
So the Neanderthal race became an established unit 
in anthropological science. 
Now the pendulum swung toward the other end of its arc. 
Instead of trying to deny the existence of this extinct lace, *t 
was set up by common consent as a distinct Species, entirely 
separate from modern men. 
Neanderthal man got his name 


full 
but 
r 
from humbler beginnings. It may, moreover, be unjust 
to assume that the Neanderthal man was devoid of art 
sense. He may not have left any designs in caves (though 
that is not perhaps absolutely certain) but the same is 
true of die Neolithic and many other early as well as later 
population.” 
Finally, Dr. Hrdlicka wants to know where this hypo­ 
thetical invasion of a new and superior people came from. 
“The sponsors of the notion that the Aurignacian man 
was a man of different and superior species to the man of 
the Neanderthal period, conceive him for the most part, 
apparently, as aa invader who has come from somewhere 
outside of the Neanderthal area, overwhelmed completely 
the established leas capable species, and annihilated or 
at least wholly replaced it in all die great domain over 
which H once extended. These ideas, however, are never 
expressed very clearly and little thought is given to the 
incongruities they involve. 
“They would imply, first of all die invasion of 
Europe during the height of the last facial invasion. 
This is not in harmony with die main la 


b e fr*ne< 


laws of human 
and biological spread, namely: movement in the direc­ 
tion of least resistance; and movement in the direction 
of better material prospects, which are first of all cli­ 
mate and food. 
In the entire history of Europe the 
movements of men have tended always toward a place 
in dm sun and away from the cold.

66TW1HE problem of Neanderthal man, as it now exists, 
presents the following difficulties,” says Dr. Hrdlicka: 
‘It is not yet known just where and what and how 
he began, and how far eventually he extended geographically; 
what were 
translated into Latin: Homo Neanderthalensis, as distinguished 
from modem man, or Homo sapiens. 
The sapiens tacked to 
our own name means 
wise ; it is conjectured that Linnaeus, 
who coined the name, wrote it down with his tongue in his 
cheek. 
Anyway, this separate Neanderthal species, men said, 
branched out from the main family tree, and when the first wave 
of modem men invaded Europe, presumably from Asia, they 
simply wiped out the whole inferior species and 
supplanted it. 
This is the view most widely 
accepted today of the history of Europe some 
20,000 years ago. 
It was a great war that 
lasted possibly for many centuries, and end­ 
ed in the total extinction of one of the com­ 
batant races. 
To accept this view is to make of Mr. 
Homo Neanderthalensis a remote relative of 
ours, perhaps an uncle, but certainly not a 
direct ancestor.

U T it may be, after all, that Neanderthal 
man was our ancestor, and not merely a 


N eanderthal 
M a n 


remote uncle who died long ago, leaving 
no descendants. 
It is quite possible that this 
ancient and primitive race, whose low-browed, 
heavy-jawed skulls have been found in many 
places in Europe, and lately also in Palestine 
and northern Africa, had a part in the evolu­ 
tion of the human race as we know it today. 
At least, so says Dr. Ales Hrdlicka, eminent 
anthropologist of the U. S. National Museum. 
This noted American student of the science 
of man challenges the widely accepted view 
that the Neanderthal type was merely a side 
branch of the human race, which had its day 


ifusing no- 
irly «rases 
to further 


of dominance in Europe but was suddenly and 
out bi 
completely wiped out by newcomers of an en­ 
tirely distinct human species with a totally dif­ 
ferent culture. 
In a painstaking survey of all 
die evidence so far in hand, he says, he has 
been unable to find anything like clear proof 
that this race vanished as abruptly as is com­ 
monly assumed, and that there are even indications of transition 
between the culture of the last Neanderthals» and the first 
men of the modem type, where the same eave was occupied 
for many generations and many layers of refuse, containing 
discarded weapons and utensils, were built up on the floor. 
In setting fords his own views, Dr. Hrdlicka is careful to

it is not yet definitely known just who he was and 
his racial relations to the man that succeeded hun; and H is not 
known plainly just why and how he ended, and whether or not 
he left any progeny. 
"Besides this there are only more or less vague notions regard­ 
ing the exact length of his period, his average ‘physique, his 
variations and sub-races, die reasons for his relatively large 
brain, his changes in evolutionary direction. 
And there are 
other uncertainties 
It thus appears that, notwithstanding 
his 
already 
numerous 
collected 
remains. 
Neanderthal man is still far from being satis­ 
factorily known to us as to when he lived, and 
where he belongs in the catalog of die human 
race. 
"This state of uncertain and conf 
dons concerning one of the main early 
of humanity, is a serious obstacle 
progress, and as such deserves all possible at­ 
tention. 
Even if, without further material, it 
is possible to do little more than to bring into 
the subject a little more order and comprehen­ 
siveness; to point out here and there facts 
that appear not to have been sufficiently 
weighed; and to call attention to some of 
the inconsistencies in the prevalent assump­ 
tions.” 
For die purposes of his discussion, Dr. 
Hrdlicka identified 
Neanderthal man with 
the people and culture known to science as 
Mousterian. 
This name again is derived 
from a place. 
Le Moustier in France, the 
scene of discovery of a Neanderthal skeleton 
associated with implements and bones of a 
clear-cut and definite type. 
For Dr. Hrd­ 
licka, Neanderthal man and Mousterian man 
mean the same thing: "Mousterian” is a little 
more convenient because the name has a single 
well-understood meaning, whereas there has 
been some tendency to associate the name 
"Neanderthal” with several different types of 
cultural relics. 
The Mousterian was the last 
of the several subdivisions of "pre-modern” 
time. 
When H passed into the next period, 
die Aurignacian, the first of die modern-looking skeletons of 
the Cro-Magnon type appear.

the primitive drawings and sculpture found on the rock walls. 
"Neither a study of the known evidences of prehistoric life 
nor geology explains the Neanderthal man. 
Let us see what we 
may learn from a study of the relics he left behind. The essen­ 
tial archeological questions are, how does Neanderthal man 
differ in habits and arts from the man that preceded him, and 
from the man that followed; and are the differences, or are 
they not, substantial enough to brand him as something apart 
from either his predecessors or his followers? 
"The chief activities of man in nature relate to his housing, 
to the obtaining and preparing of food, and to the manufacture 
of his tools, utensils and weapons. 
Let us see briefly how die 
Neanderthal man compared in these respects with his 
Hers and his followers. 
"There is a prevalent idea that the Neander­ 
thal man was essentially a cave dweller, and 
this idea seems generally to carry with H a 
sense of inferiority. 
The now available rec­ 
ords. as in part has already been seen, throw 
a different light on this matter. 
Analysis 
of 360 better known home sites of primitive 
man in Europe and the neighboring regions 
show some curious and important facts. 
Man 
begins seemingly as wholly a dweller in the 
open. 
But he soon commences also to util­ 
ize rock-shelters and caverns. 
And then as the 
climate cools he gradually takes more and more 
to die caves. 
"The Neanderthal period shows nothing 
striking in this respect 
It falls harmoniously 
into the curve of the progress of cave dwellings, 
to be followed equally harmoniously by the 
so<alled Aurignacian and later succeeding 
periods. 


{(O U C H notions postulate, next large numbers of 
the newcomers, to suffice for the vast task. 
But 
such large numbers would necessarily mean some­ 
where near a still larger mother population. 
And there is no 
trace, either in western Asia or northern Africa, die only 
regions from which such invasions at those times would have 
been practicable, of anJ such Aurignacian population. 
"It is a very serious question whether in the early stone 
age, without a tamed animal without stocks of non-perishable 
food, dependent wholly on hunting without lance or die bow 
and arrow, and in die imperfect social organization of dut 
time, any larger armed invasion was feasible. A peaceful ex­ 
tension, on dû other hand, would not lead to the annihilation 
or expulsion of the invaded population, and if small or gradual, 
would lead to a mingling with. rather than the extinction of 
the native stock. 
A complete displacement by any agency is 
hard to conceive, and there would remain the fate of the dis­ 
placed people to explain. 
"It stands lo reason that these great difficulties must be 
satisfactorily explained away before dure can be a general 
intelligent acceptance of an Aurignacian invasion 
extinction of Homo Neanderthalensis,"

Under the appreciativ# fire of th# New York crit­ 
ics young Yehudi Menuhin brings Irresistibly to 
mind the youth Joseph Joachim, who became the 
greatest violinist of his times. 
At twelve Joachim 
had reached the point where no teacher could teach 
him anything more about the violin. 
No one can 
forecast whether little Yehudi will fulfill his Juve­ 
nile promise as young Joachim did his, or whether 
ho will even hold at twenty what he now has at 
eleven. 
But the encouraging sign is that Yehudi 
shows an Intuitive artistry as well as a vast technic. 
After his three stunning appearances in New York 
within the month the critics are all agreed on that. 
And such was the ease with the twelve-year-old 
Joachim. 
ChNd prodigies have always been unsafe subjects 
tor prophecy. Bo many of them are only mechan­ 
ical prodigies who do well by Imitation what they 
have been taught to do. 
But they cannot do any­ 
thing by themselves. When they grow up this be­ 
comes apparent and their flower of promise fades. 
Yehudi is too young for Intellectual artistry, but the 
intuitive feeling and sense of music that he shows 
is a pledge of artistic understanding to come.

TOE SOVIET FILM TRUST 


Walter Duranty, the correspondent of the New 
York Times, writes from Moscow that the Soviet 
government has made a nice pile of money out of 
the Alms which have been made and used during the 
celebration of the tenth anniversary of the Russian 
revolution. 
The net profits for eight months have 
been 5,000.000 rubles (a ruble is about fifty-one 
cents in United States currency). 
This is a hand­ 
some profit for the state out of the amusement of 
die people. 
There is a good deal of complaint on the part 
of the working people that many of the films shown 
are of American manufacture. 
"Scar a mouche” has 
had a very general showing in Soviet Russia, and 
die profits from it have been very great. 
There is

American pictures have been recast to meet the 
Russian psychology. 
Anita Loos will undoubtedly 
be surprised to see a Russian version of "Gentlemen 
Prefer Blondes.”

Professor Seligman of G>lumbia University, after an extended 
study, announces that there’s nothing so very wrong after all with 
installment buying, and that none of the dire things predicted for 
the country because of the popularity of the weekly payment plan 
is likely to happen. 
Bankers have expressed the fear that the installment system 
would lead to extravagance and a back-breaking load of debt to 
be carried by the American family. 
Professor Seligman'» study, 
the result of 15 months of investigation with a staff of research 
assistants, offers evidence to the contrary. 
The Columbia pro­ 
fessor’s work shoes the system as tending to stabilize output, re­ 
duce production costs and raise standards of living. 
The installment plan of buying a home always has been re­ 
garded as a sound business venture. Then why not the furniture, 
the automobile and other “accessories”?
